Drug Abuse Is_ Rising 


WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 
By Chief M. W. Johnston, Elba Police Department 


This is the 8th article in a 13 part series. 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
Security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could Surpass the epidemic of the early '70’s. 


This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 
done about it. 


METHAMPHETAMINE 


Methamphetamine is the most potent and therefore the most 
dangerous of all amphetamines. The effects of use are simi- 
lar to other drugs in this same category, but they are most 
always more intense. Street terminology includes “Speed,” 
“Meth,” “Bombida,” and “Crystal.” We can veiw with alarm 
the great rise in the number of users, mostly teenagers and 
young adults. F 

While most amphetamines are put up in capsule or tablet 


form, methamphetamine is made in solution also and is often 
injected Most users begin with small doses which are taken 
orally and gradually increase to 150-250 milligrams each day. 


When the desired “high” is found difficult to achieve they go to 
intravenou, use. The period of detectability is 24-36 hours. 
Toxic effects vary with the individual user. Indications of use 
are, among others, being unusually talkative, purposeless 


tivity such as taking something apart and trying to put it 
Hate Sorether, when it was working properly in the first place, 
and compulsive projects which do not make sense. It is not 
uncommon for users to stay awake for days at a time, without 
food intake, experiencing hallucinations and paranoia. After 


iods the abuser falls into a deep sleep and rerins 
asleep for unusually long periods 

Why is it necessary to cover the minute details of the 
drugs most abused in this series? Isn’t it enough to know that 
drug abuse causes unnecessary deaths, ruins lives and drains 
Our national economy? Agreed, these things should be enough to 
know, but human nature makesit very easy to forget the lessons 
fearned in recent years. And, there are hundreds of thousands 
of youngsters who were too young, in the early '70’s, to be in- 
volved in drug use It is the primary purpose of this series 
to reawaken every reader to the potential dangers that now face 
our young, so that another generation will not be sacrificed 
to the international drug merchants 

If you were one of the 9° out of 100 Americans who thought 
drug abuse had “gone away,” you may be a bit hesitant to accept 
the fact that it is again on the rise. But, all indicators point to 
this and it is obvious that, through knowledge taught us by experi- 
ence of the past, and using good judgment this time, profound 
effort can be srought about to stop drug abuse or at least keep 
it to a bare minimum

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Issues In 
State

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UTILITY RATE: A 
NATIONAL CRISIS 

The old adage that ‘When 
It Rains It Pours,’ seems to 
apply these days to the many 
problems which confront 
individuals and families as 
they attempt to keep pace 
with the skyrocketing cost of 
practically every good and 
service which is considered 
essential for daily living. 
While there is little comfort 
in the fact, it should 
nevertheless be pointed out 
that this particular crisis is 
unique neither to Alabama 
nor to the United States. 

The list of items that have 
doubled or tripled in cost in 
the past few years is almost 
endless. In fact, it would be 
easier to list the few goods or 
services that have not tripled 
or quadrupled in price. 

One of the most. pressing 
areas of concern and one 
that places a tremendous 
economic burden on most 
Alabamians involves the 
ever-increasing rates of the 
public utility companies 
operating in the State. Of 
course, this problem is not 
unique to Alabama and is a 
nationwide problem. At 
present, rate increases 
either granted or under 
consideration include a 13 
percent increase on electric 
bills in Tennessee, a $305 
million hike which has been 
asked for by the Georgia 
Power Company and a $147 
million increase sought by 
the Florida Power and Light 
Company.’ 

While most of the attention 
is being focused on the rate 
increases being sought by 
electric utility companies, 
rates being charged by other 
public utilities (such as 
telephone and gas com- 
panies) are also increasing 
at an alarming rate. Over 
the past five yearsthe Public 
Service Commission“ or the 
Circuit Court in Montgomery 
County have granted rate 
increases to public utilities 
amounting to over ap- 
proximately $750 million. In 
fact, South Central Bell 
which supplies the telephone 
service for most of Alabama, 
recently asked for a rate 
increase in the amount of 
$59.2 million. The Public 
Service Commission ‘ast 
December approved a $29.3 
million rate increase for the 
Same utility company. The 
latest increase asked for by 
South Central Bell will, if 
granted, increase the 
average residential 
telephone bill 5 cents to 11 
cents per day and the 


Government 


average business bill 18 
cents to 32 cents per day. 
In February of this year, 


the Public Service Com- 
mission approved a $54 
million rate increase for 


Alabama Power Company. 
This rate increase and the 
additional cost of fuel which 
is being passed on to the 
customers of Alabama 
Power Company under an 
automatic pass-on feature 
approved by the Public 
Service Commission, have 
resulted in drastic increases 
in mo. ly electric bills. One 
particular letter which I 
received from a family of 
modest income pe ed out 
that their utility bill had 
more than doubled in a 2- 
month period. Many letters 
complain that their utility 
bills are now higher than 
their house payments. These 
complaints come from all 
parts of the State. I have 
received over 1,000 letters in 
the past three months 
é4rectly related to the ever- 
increasing rates being 
charged by public utilities in 
Alabama. In addition to our 
mail, literally hundreds of 
individuals have either 
visited my office personally 
or have telephoned to 
describe the serious 
financial difficulty which 
extra high utility bills have 
placed on them. : 

The Governor's office has 
received a similar, or 
perhaps even larger, volume 
of mail, phone calls, and 
visits relating to the public 
utility problem. In response 
to this crisis, Governor 
Wallace has called the Third 
Special Session of this 
legislative year for March 
18. The purpose of this 
session will be to consider 
legislation designed to 
provide relief for the in- 
dividuals and families 
throughout Alabama who 
are simply unable to pay 
their utility bills. Hopefully, 
the Legislature will give 
State government’ the 
capability to properly 
regulate utility companies 
operating in our State. 

It is generally agreed that 
the present methods em- 
ployed by state governments 
to regulate public. utility 
companies simply have not 
worked. We must take a 
Serious look at the present 
system in Alabama and the 
proposed solutions to a most 
complex set of problems. 
Next week, I will discuss in 


detail the Governor's 
legislative program on 
utilities.

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ECONOMIC RECOVERY, 
BUT AT WHAT PRICE? 


Lust week by a vote of 313 
to 113 the House passed the 
Emergency Employment Ap 
propriations Act of 1°75. May 
be the bill was well intentioned 
and designed to alleviate the 
current unemployment situa- 
tion, however, because lam not 
convinced it would accomp- 
lish that goal, and I feel it 
could harm the economy in the 
long run, I could not support 
it 

The bill does not really 
provide emergency or imm- 
ediate jobs, as its title implys 
The greatest portion of the 
money, $3.6 billion of the $5.° 
billion in the bill, is for long 
range projects with consid- 
erable lag in starting, such 
as construction and renova- 
tion. Such projects would not 
help combat recession now, 
and might not even be needed 
at the time the funds are spent. 
And, the bill does not specify 
that the money will go to those 


areas with the highest unem- 
ployment 
The Majority would have 


the Congress spend an addi- 
tional $6 billion to stimulate 
the economy without even con- 
sidering the economic stimulus 
that would be provided by the 
tax reduction the Senate is 
currently debating or the grow- 
ing number of other congress- 


ional plans to stimulate the 
economy through increased 
spending. The tax cut alone 


could be as great as $30 bil- 
lion 

-Ceitainly, excessive sti- 
mulation would mean higher 
inflation. Even the commi- 
ttee -report on this bill ad- 
mits that “if the economy re- 
covers faster than project- 
ed, then continued spending at 
the higher levels proposed in 
this bill could generate infla- 
tionary pressures.” 

Additionally, there is no 
guarantee that the bill will 
create the %00,000 jobs pro- 


public service jobs created by 
this bill, one must. subtract 
two private sector productive 
jobs. destroyed by either the 
extra tax load or the capital 
borrowing by the government 
How could this help the econ 
omy? 

But, even if this bill did 
create the right number of jobs, 
the funds to pay for these pub- 
lic service jobs must come 
from somewhere, probably ei- 


ther from higher taxes or 
more deficit spending. Both 
take money from people. Tax- 


es do it directly, deficit spend- 
ing does it indirectly through 
inflation. Increasing deficit 
spending takes dollars that 
might otherwise go into thrift 
institutions for private loans. 
Last year the government ab- 
sorbed 62 percent ‘of the 
money in the private market 
because of deficit financing.

With an eve focused on est 
ablishing stronger ties with lib- 
eral groups in Congress and 
elsewhere throughout the 
country, President Ford is on 
the verge of making another 180 
degree turn from a position he 
held and publicly stated less 
than foar months. ago. 

At that time, October, 1974, 
the President was presented 
a report which recommended an 
immediate and unconditional 
end to the 12 year old econo- 
mic sanctions against Com- 
munist Cuba. 

In response, Mr. Ford said, 
in effect, that Cuba had in- 
dicated no change in its atti- 
tude which brought onthe sanc- 


tions, so he saw no reason to 
change our attitude toward 
Cuba, and I certainly endorse 


that view. 


It is strange, therefore, that 
just this past week Secretary 
of State Kissinger announced 
that the United States would 
change its position on Cuba 
in about six weeks when the 
Organization of American St- 
ates meets in Washington 

American apologists. for 
Castro are claiming that Cuba 
is no longer a danger to peace 
in our Hemisphere. Our State 
Department and the President 
seemingly have fallen victims 
to these views because not only 
are they agreeing toopentrade 
with Cuba, but also they are 
asking for another $1.5 billion 
for the Inter-American Develo- 
pment Bank and the elimina- 
tion of the veto power the United 
States holds over the Bank’s 
loan activities. Is this to be 
the initial step toward giving 
American loans to Castro? 


As another sop to Castro, 
our State Department announc- 
ed that Cuban diplomats to the 
United Nations could nowtravel 
outside the 25 mile radius of 
the UN headquarters in'New 
York to which they had been 
restricted, 

And what has Castro offered 
to show that he deserves all of 
these concessions from the 
United States? He continues to 
rant and rave against our coun- 
try and at our form of govern- 
ment at every turnandonevery. 
possible occasion. Hedemands 
that the United States lift, its 
embargo of Cuba and that .we 
give up our important and irr- 
eplaceable naval base at Guan- 
tanamo Bay. He is leading his 
subversive forces and propa- 
ganda agencies to those seek- 
ing to force the United States 
to give up control over the Pan- 
ama Canal. 

Castro has allowed Russia 
to build military bases and 
secret nuclear submarine pens 
in Cuba, posing a direct threat 


to the United States, and he 
has allowed Russian sub- 
marines---including nuclear 


subs---to visit those bases in 
defiance ofthe 1°70 agreements 


which followed the abortive 
Russian missile threat which 
almost brought us to war in 
162.

To Use 


Wood Power 


The Green Mountain Power 
Corporation in Vermont beli- 
eves they can produce elec- 
tricity from wood commercia- 
lly, according to Gordon Drew- 
ery, Coffee County Ranger with 
the Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission. He feels that, due 
to the current energy situa- 
tion, we will see this prac- 
ticed in Alabama soon. 

The Vermont utility thinks 
there is enough surplus and 
non-commerical timber in the 
state to experiment with con- 
verting an old coal-fired 4,000 
kilowatt plant and is asking 
for a $500,000 federal grant 
to try. With oil sky high, 
coal bringing $40 a ton and 
environmentalists down on nu- 
clear power, Green Mountain 
Says it can get wood chips 
for $10-$15 a ton. They es- 
timate that three pounds of 
wood chips (two if bone dry) 
generate as much fuel heat 
as a pound of coal, and there’s 
no sulfur problem. What's 
more, the ash would bring 
about $1.50 a ton for fertili- 
zer. A utility official esti- 
mates the state has enough 
surplus growth (after harvest), 
weed species, bark and scraps 
to supply a 250,000 kilowatt 
generating plant. 

Ranger Drewery stated that 
several wood industries in Ala- 
bama are burning their own 
wastes now and producing 
steam and electric power for 
their own use.

He said, 
“I had rather use a little too 
much fertilizer than not to use 
enough. By doing this where 
peanuts followed corn this past 
year, I did not need any fer- 
tilizer. In fact, I believe that 
the soil fertility is built up in 
some of my land enoughto grow 
two crops of peanuts without any 
additional fertilizer. Ofcour- 
se, I don't like to plant peanuts 
following peanuts, but ifIhadto 
in some of my fields I could 
get by without fertilizing.” 

Sanders will use Balan and 
Vernam on his peanuts. He 
has some nutsedge and the Ver- 
nam works well for him. He 
will also use Thimet to control 
thrips. He will use Lasso in 
some of his peanut fields He. 
is trying to line up enough 
Bravo for at least seven app- 
lications of the fungicide. He. 
has used a span sprayer for 
several years and gets good 
results. He says, “I think that 
almost any type of sprayer will 
work if you do a thorough job 
of putting on the material each 
time.” 


Sanders has planted a few 
soybeans every year. Last year 
he averaged 28 bushels peracre 
on 20 acres He sold these 
for $7.27 per bushel. This 
year he plans to plant 30 acres 
of beans. Sanders pointed out. 

“We don’t like to plant many 
soybeans because it fouls up our 
peanut rotations.” 


Sanders mentioned that he* 
grows grain sorghum andcorn. 
He likes the way grain sorghum 
holds up better in dry weather 
and is cheaper to plant 

He markets some ofhis corn 
in July and his grain sorghum as 
5000 as it is ready to combine

potash or potassium is a key 
element in keeping legumes ina 
grass-legume stand. It is 
fairly easy for mostfolks to get 
a legume-grass combination 
going, but the problem isto keep 
the legume in the mixture. The 
key factor is proper fertili- 
zation. What usually happens 
is that the legume is starved 
out. Be sure to fertilize ac- 
cording to soil tests.

Barbiturates act as a sedative and also a hypnotic. They 
calm the central nervous system. Conditions for legitimate 


medical uses are varied and include, neryous tension, hyper-

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and also psychological dependence. The chief dangers lie in 
withdrawal syndromes which often include lgss of muscle 
coordination as in epileptic seizures. Failure of the respira- 
tory system can occur in withdrawal. Therefore, in attempting 
to take a barbiturate addict off the drug he must be under close 
medical supervision. Convulsions can occur uptpthe 16th day of 
withdrawal. 

Basically, there are three classifications of barbiturates: 


™ nae | = (1) Those which provide a slow start in their effect, but duration 
nA ¢ ‘<. is longer, as in the case of phenobarbital. Examples are 
SF R ESH CRISP ICEBERG ut 4A Eskabarb and Luminal. (2) Those where effect is intermediate 


or moderate in starting time and duration. These include 
butabarbital and amobarbital. Other examples could be Butisol 
and Amytal. (3) Short action, fast starters. The effects come 
on fast, but do not last as long as group 1. Examples are 
Secobarbital and pentobarbital, Seconal and Nembutal. 

Parents observing unusual behavior of youngsters, where 
there is no other reasonable explanation, should be on the alert 
for drug abuse indicators such as slowing down of the young- 
ster’s physical and mental functions. If really on barbiturates 
the user’s speech will become slower than usual, his actions will 
be impaired and his judgment becomes very erratic. Figding 
capsules or tablets in the youngster’s clothing, which you Know 
nothing about as to origination or reason for him having them, 
should be met with immediate alarm, and insistence of a full 
explanation. Any evasiveness should bring about a complete in- 
vestigation of the matter by the parent.
